WILFUL MURDER, 


INQUEST FINDING IN PIT 
MYSTERY. 


A verdict of wilful murder was returned 
against Albert Edward Burrows in the cases 
of Hannah Calladine and her children, Elsie 
and Albert, at the conclusion of the inquest 
on the remains of the woman and the children 
at Glossop yesterday. Burrows is already 
awaiting trial on the capital charge in connec- 
tion with the death of the four-year-old boy, 
Tommy Wood. At yesterday's proceedings 
the most important witness was Mrs. Margaret 
Street, who said that on the date of the 
Court proceedings brought against Burrows by 
his wife she saw Burrows at an early hour 
going towards Simmondley, holding by the 
hand a little girl of about four years. Burrows 
came back later, but alone. Some days after- 
wards he told witness that he had placed the 
children in a good home, but said the place 
was only known to his wife and himself, and 
would remain a secret. 

“When I have done my time I will get this 
woman. I will either do her in or put her 
down a pit shaft.” Such, said another 
witness—Robert Mellor—were the words used 
by Burrows to Mellor’s brother en the plat- 
form at Glossop station, where botf? men were 
m the custody of the police. 

“That man Mellor tells nothing but lies,”’ 
remarked Burrows on hearing the evidence of 
the witness, to which Mellor hotly replied, AE; 
am telling the truth, and you know it. lí mv 
brother was here he would tell you the same.”’ 

Other evidence having been given, the jury 
returned a verdict as above. i 

When the Coroner and the jury con- 
gratalated Constable Roe on his work at the 
pit, there was a cheer from the public in the 
body of the court. Immediately after the in. 
quest concluded Burrows was taken before the 
local magistrates and charged. He was re. 
manded for a week.

AGRICULTURAL COMMISSION 
EVIDENCE. 

At. yesterday's sitting of the Agricultaral 
Commission in Dublin—Professor Drew pre- 
siding—Mr. N. Thompson, Secretary of the 
Irish Banks’ Standing Committee, gave evi- 
dence in connection with joint stock banks and 
credit societies. 

Questioned by the Chairman as to the re 

payment of loans by credit societies through 
out Ireland, the witness said that their ex- 
perience was that practically all the money 
was repaid. 
_ On the Chairman asking if witness thought 
at possible for joint stock banks to extend 
their business to smaller hokdings, the witness 
said that an individual small loan limited to a. 
person was very costly for the borrower, 
whereas m the case of a group of men formed 
together to borrow the loan was inexpensive. 
Further, in the indivi@mal case the bank could 
not see that the money was properly expended, 
as it could in the case of societies. 

Discussing the rate on trading bills and 
that on loans to farmers, Mr. Butler suggested 
that manufacturers had a decided advantage 
over farmers when it came to borrowing money, 
and witness agreed that that might be RO, but 
said that in the case of a trade bill it must 
be a bul to be paid at maturity. 

In reply to Mr. Butler, who observed that. 
the difference hetween the rate on deposit and 
the rate on advances was now greater than in 
pre-war days, witness said that the expenses 
of the banks had gone up very considerably. 
The fTross margin of profits was only better on 
paper now as compared with pre-war, 

Mr. Doyle, T.D., remarked that farming 
expenses had gone up by leaps and bounds, 
just as the expenses of the banks had done 
but the farmers had not found as good an 
equivalent for getting-it, back as the bankers

A CONTRACTOR FROM NORTHAMPTON. 

Mr. Richard E. Davies, 4 Central avenue, 
Northampton, Mass., was then called and 
examined by Serjeant Sullivan. Witness said 
that he was a plumbing and heating contrac- 
tor, and had heat living in Northampton, 
Mass., for about fifty years. He first met Mr. 
Guy R. Marone in 1908, in Northampton, 
when he came to his house for a room for 
himself. Marone lived in his house for three 
years-on and off. He was supposed to be a 
tailor, and used to go away about the middle 
of June, returning at the latter end of 
September, as the tailoring business was quiet 
at that time. At the latter end of September 
or early in October, 1911, when witness re- 
turned home from his work, he was introduced 
by Marone to a lady, whom he called Mrs. 
Marone. Both resided in his house till some- 
time in December, 1911. Marone did not tell 
him anything about his marriage. Mr. and 
Mrs. Marone occupied the same bedroom, and 
witness saw them nearly every day during 
the time they lived in his house. The lady 
called Mr. Marone her husband, and he spoke 
of her as his wife, and introduced: her to 
friends of the witness as his wife. During 
the time that they were with him, they were 
known as Mr. and Mrs. Marone. 

The witness said that he eaw Mr. and Mre. 
Marone many times in 1912. He saw them 
in the summer of 1912, and he did not see 
Mrs. Marone again till she had taken the 
name of Mrs. Croker, in Dublin. 

Serjeant Sullivan — Was that during the 
present year’—Yes, sir. He saw her in 
present year’—Yes, sir. I saw her in 
Grafton street, in front of Knowles’ fruit 
stall. She was sitting in a car—an auto- 
mobile. 

You got a good look at her on that 
occasion '—Í got four or five looks at her. 
(Laughter. ) 

The witness said that he had no doubt 
whatever that Mrs. Croker, the lady that he 
saw now in court, was the lady whom he 
had described as having lived at his house 
at Northampton, Mass. He had heard Mr. 
Marone refer to her as Virginia. . 

Questioned regarding statements that had 
been quoted from the ston newspaper, 
which were supposed to have been made by 
some of the witnesses, Mr. Davies said that 
he had absolutely no interview with any re- 
porter of any newspaper in reference to this 
case, and he did not communicate directly 
or indirectly with any newspaper in the 
States, in reference to this case. There was 
no arrangement between him and Mr. 
Richard Croker, or anyone representing him, 
that he was to be paid money depending on

A WITNESS’S ILLNESS. 

Dy. T. A. McGuinness, examined by Mr.

She was not then able to speak, and was not 
in a condition to be examined in court or 
op commission.

A LAWYER’S EVIDENCE. 

‘I'nomas G. Addis, of Northampton, Mass., 
U.S.A., examined by Mr. Jellett, K.C., 
said that he lived over 40 years in 
Northampton, and was a lawyer, and 
rm, arried, Since 1892 he was a practising 
lawyer. In 1912 he met a Mrs. Marone, 
«ho was living in. the house next door to 
where he resided. She was staying with a 
Mr. and Mrs. Bingham. ihat was on the 
Ist May, 1912. When he and his family 
had had dinner, the witness put on his old 
coat and went. to work in his garden at the 
rere of the house, which adjoined Mrs. 
Bingham’s grovnd. 1 saw, he said. a lady 
come out of Mrs. Bingham’s house and ente: 
my lawn, as if to go to my house by way of 
the kitchen. As I saw her, her appearance 
impressed me so much that I rose, iifted my 
hat, awd said :—' 1 assume this is Mrs. 
Marone.”” She said—‘‘I am.” I said— 
‘It may seem a little impertinent for me to 
address you in this way, but, as you were 
going to pass me, probably on a visit to 
Mrs. Addis, I thought it better to avoid em- 
Larrassment by getting up and addressing 
vou.” We then had a conversation for two 
cr three or four minutes, when I said she 
would find Mrs. Addis in the house, and she 
went on to call on my wife. 

Did you see her frequently after that? 
did. From that until about the middle o 
June I saw her almost daily. 

During these conversations did Mrs. Marone 
tell you anything about her previous history? 
She did. She told me that she had Indian 
blood in her veins, that she was of Royal 
descent, and that she was an Indian 
She told me that she had studied to 
some extent elocution and had given a few 
public recitals. She told me that she had 
travelled in the South, where she had acquired 
some knowledge of the Spanish language, and 
that since she had been married to Mr. Marone 
she had acquired some knowledge of the 
Italian language. She told me that she had 
no knowledge of music except a most ele- 
mentary knowledge. 

When did you last see Mrs. Marone?—As 
Mrs. Marone the last time I saw her was, to 
the ‘best. of my belief, in July or August of 
1912. 

Have you seen her in this court ’?—I have

Serjeant Hanna asked the witness when he 
was first asked for information about the 
Marones, and-he replied that a man came to 
him and introduced himsélf as Twitty.

HABEAS CORPUS APPLICATION

The proceedings arose out of a motor and 
motor cycle collision at Milltown, County 
Dublin, on the 26th day of July last. The 
plaintiffs, Mr. Roland W. Jamieson, an in- 
surance inspector, and Mrs. Kathleen Jamic- 
son, his wife, reside at Eversley, Dundrum, 
Co. Dublin ; and the defendant is Colonel Niall 
Mac Neill, of the military barracks, Kings- 
town. 

Phe joint actions were brought to reeover 
damages for personal and other injuries 
alleged to have been sustained by both plain- 
tiffs by reason of the negligence of the de- 
fendant, his servants, and agents, in the driv- 
ing and management of a motor car, at the 
place and on the date mentioned. 

It appeared that Mr. Jamieson was driving 
the motor cycle, and his wife was seated in 
the sidecar attached to it, when the accident 
occurred. Both were injured, and the cycle 
was damaged. 

The defendant in both cases denied the 
alleged negligence, and alleged contributory

WILFUL MURDER, - 
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INQUEST FINDING IN PIT 
MYSTERY. 


A verdict of wilful murder was returned 
against Albert Edward Burrows in the cases 
of Hannah Calladine and her children, Elsie 
and Albert, at the conclusion of the inquest 
on the remains of the woman and the children 
at Glossop yesterday. Burrows is already 
awaiting trial on the capital charge in. connec- 
tion with the death of the four-year-old boy, 
Tommy Wood. At yesterday’s proceedings 
the most important witness was Mrs. Margaret 
Street, who said that on the date of the 
Court proceedings brought against Burrows by 
his wife she saw Burrows at an early hour 
going towards Simmondley, holding by the 
hand a little girl of about four years. Burrows 
came back later, but alone. Some days after- 
wards he told witness that he had placed the 
children in a good home, but said the place 
was only known to his wife and himself, and 
would remain a secret. 

“When I have done my time Iwill get this 
woman. I will either do her in or put her 
down a pit shaft.” Such, said another 
witness—Robert Mellor—were the words used 
by Burrows to Mellor’s brother on the plat- 
form at Glossop station, where boti? men were 
m the custody of the police. 

“That man‘ Mellor tells nothing but lies,”’ 
remarked Burrows on hearing the evidence of 
the witness, to which Mellor hotly replied, “I 
am telling the truth, and you know it. If my 
brother was here he would tell you the same.” 

Other evidence having been given, the jury 
returned a verdict as above. , 

When the Coroner and the jury con- 
gratulated Constable Roe. on his work at the 
pit, there was a cheer from the public in the 
body of the court. Immediately after the in- 
quest concluded Burrows was taken before the 
local magistrates and charged. He was re- 
manded for a week.

AGRICULTURAL COMMISSION 
EVIDENCE. 

At yesterday's sitting of the Agricultaral 
Commission in Dublin—Professor Drew pre- 
siding—Mr. N. Thompson, Secretary of the 
Irish Banks’ Standing Committee, gave evi- 
dence in connection with joint stock banks and 
credit societies. 

Questioned by the Chairman as to the ree 
payment of loans by credit societies throughs 
out Ireland, the witness said that their ex- 
perience was that practically all the money 
was repaid. 

On the Chairman asking if witness thought 
it possible for joint stock banks to extend 
their business to smaller holdings, the witness 
said that an individual small loan limited to a 
was very costly for the borrower, 
whereas m the case of a group of men formed 
together to borrow the loan was Inexpensive. 
Further, in the indivi@mal case the bank could 
not see that the money was properly expended, 
as it could in the case of societies. 

Discussing the rate on trading bills and 
that on loans to farmers, Mr. Butler suggested 
that manufacturers had a decided advantage 
over farmers when it came toborrowing money, 
and witness agreed that that might be so, but 
said that in the case of a trade bill it must 
be a bil to be paid at maturity. 

In reply to Mr. Butler, who observed that 
the difference hetween the rate on deposit and 
the rate on advances was now yreater than in 
pre-war days, witness said that the expenses 
of the banks had gone up very considerably. 
The gross margin of profits was only better on 
paper now as compared with pre-war. 

Mr. Doyle, T.D., remarked that farming 
expenses had gone up by leaps avd bounds, 
just as the expenses of the. banks had done. 
but the farmers had not found as good an 
equivalent for. getting»it,back as the bankers 
had. He thought the bankers were able ta 
recoup themselves for ‘their* expenses better

The Commission adjourned, it being arranged 
that Mr. Thompson should resume his evidence 
after he has had’ an opportunity of consuliing 
with the Banks Commnittee. 
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
